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One Man Dead,

STUTTGART, Ark. (AP) — Ex- 


plosions and fire erupted in the 
heart of the world's largest rice 
co-operative at Stuttgart Monday, 
killing at least one man. injuring 
three and leaving three unac- 
counted for. 


^2;. Several explosions of undeter- 


thined origin rumbled through an 
old rice hull house valued at $100,- 
000, destroying the house and 
jeopardizing the $5 million Arkan- 
sas Rice Growers Co - operative 
complex just one block off down- 
town Stuttgart. 


The badly burned body of a man 


was found several hours after the 
explosions. The body was not im- 
mediately identified. It was found 
* beneath a boxcar which had been 
.destroyed by fire. 


'The injured were Eddie Huff, 23, 
and Robert Casey, 25, both of 
Stuttgart,, in serious condition with 
burns; and Charles Dillingham, 
about 25. who was cut by flying 
glass. 


Names of the missing were 


withheld by, the company. The 
dead man, Huff and Casey and 
the three missing men were work. 


* ing at the 'hull house when the 


explosions ripped through it. Dill- 
ingham, also an employe of the 
co - op, was injured about two 
hours after the first explosion 
locked Stuttgart at 5:05 p.m. 


The1 fire continued to burn early 


today and officials said it prob- 
ably would burn throughout the 
day. Unconfirmed reports said the 
missing men were still in the

about 103,000 acres, would be a 
somewhat elongated strip along 
the banks of the Buffalo in New- 
ton, Searey, Marion and Baxter 
Counties. It is described as read- 
ily accessible to more than 11 mil- 
lion people living within a 250-mile 
radius. 


The report said clear, cool wa- 


ter is one of the noteworthy at- 
tributes of the Buffalo River which 
flows eastward through forested 
mountains and small valleys be- 
fore joining with the White River 
in northwest Arkansas. 


The relationship of.wild moun- 


tain beauty and s p r i n g fed 
streams, the report said, is ideal- 
ly suited for recreational oppor- 
tunities such as camping, fishing, 
hiking, s w i m m i n g , picnicking, 
sightseeing, and, otlie routdoor ae 
tivities. 


The State of Arkansas owns 


about 1,770 acres of the proposed 
area; the U.S. Forest Service ad 
ministers 630; and the remaining 
100,600 acres are privately owned. 
The report does not estimate the 
cost of acquiring the land. 


The report said construction of 


federal water projects, known as 
Lone Rock and Gilbert reservoirs 
has been proposed but that the 
building of either or both "would 
so change the character of the 
Buffalo that it would no longer 
be a nationally significant free- 
llowin.u river."

approach works the President is 
likely to go ahead with plans to 
ask Congress to approve a heavy 
package of civil rights bills. 


Agreement in principle on a 


civil rights package was reached 
at a conference Monday between 
the President and Democratic con 
grcssional leaders Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey D-Minn. reported. 
. Humphrey the acting Demo- 
cratic leader said the bills would 


nclude legislation to ban racial 
segregation both in private busi- 
ness and in publ'ic facilities. One 
objective he said would be to 
give the attorney general power 
:o start a federal court suit on 
aehalf of any individual denied his 
civil rights. 


Kennedy's special message on 


civil rights will be his second to 
Congress this year. The' first was! 
on Feb. 28. 


A great deal has happened since 


then: Negro picketing rioting and 
arrests in Birmingham Jackson 
Tallahassee Philadelphia and oth- 
er cities. These events have con- 
vinced Kennedy that more is need- 
ed than the mild proposals he sent 
to Congress in February. 
But the President reportedly has 
rejected all suggestions that he 
make some more dramatic ges- 
ture than another special message 
to Congress. 


The civil rights package as out- 


lined by Humphrey would in- 
clude: 


1. A prohibition on discrimina- 


tion by private businesses in • inter- 
state commerce. 


2. A prohibition on discrimina- 


tion by all public accommodations 
such as swimming pools railroad 
stations and bus depots. 


3. Federal aid to desegregated 


school districts needing financial 
help. 


4. Power for the attorney gen- 


eral to initiate suits on behalf of 
individuals who have been denied 
their civil rights.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


Supreme Court overturned today 
the murder conviction of a Lou- 
isiana Negro whose confession 
was broadcast on television to the 
community before he was tried. 


Counsel for the Negro, Wilbert 


Rideau, contended that by the TV 
showing, the accused was "al- 
lowed to convict himself" before 
the public in an area from which 
residents were called to be jurors 
at his trial. 


Justice Stewart delivered the 7-2 


decision. Justice Clark dissented 
in an opinion in which Justice 
Harlan joined. 


Rideau, 19 at the time, was al- 


leged to have entered the South- 
gate branch of the Gulf National 
Bank in Lake Charles, La., the 
night of Feb. 16, 1961, compelled 
three employes at pistol point to 
fill a suitcase with money,, and 
then forced the three into the car 
of a woman clerk. 


Louisiana's Supreme Court said 


Rideau drove to a lonely spot, 
lined the three employes up in a 
row, and fired six shots at them. 
The clerk. Mrs. Julia Ferguson, 
46, was killed. Mrs. Dora McCain, 
30, another clerk, and the bank 
manager, Jay H. Hickman, were 
wounded but later recovered. The 
state court said Mrs. Ferguson af- 
ter being shot tried to rise anc 
Rideau stabbed her to death wit! 
a hunting knife.

Security Laws 
Overhaul to 
Be Sweeping

WASHINGTON (AP) - A pro- 


posed overhaul and tightening of 
the securities laws—one of the 
most sweeping in the history of 
investor p r o t e c t i o n legisla- 
tion—was sent to Congress today 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


The SEC asked enactment ot 


the entire bundle during this ses- 
sion, and told the House Intrt1 
state Commerce Committee that 
it believes the securities industry 
will support it as constructive and 
practical. 


The commission omitted some 


proposals which it said earlier 
would be transmitted this year, 
but SEC Chairman William L. 
Cary indicated these will be forth- 
coming later,, probably for consid 
oration in 1964.

Extend to thousands of corpor- 


ations whose stock is bought and 
sold "over the counter"—instead 
of on the organized exchanges— 
the full-disclosure and financia 
reporting requirements which now 
apply only to stocks listed on Hie 
exchanges.

Pope Wanted 
to Be Closer 
to Russians 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The death 


of Pope John XXIII seems des- 
tined to have a profound impact 
on the future development of.re- 
lations between he Soviet Union 
and the Western powers. 


The pontiff in recent months 


had been engaged in a delicate 
and subtle effort to open up • a 
speaking 
acquaintance 
between 


the 
1 Kremlin and the Vatican. 
Whether and how this effort will 


be continued must now depend on 
his successor. As Washington au- 
thorities understood the operation 
the effort was largely due! to Pope 
John's deep personal interest in 
doing what he could to save the 
world from war in the nuclear 
age and his immediate aim of im- 
proving the conditions of the Ro- 
man Catholic church in Eastern 
Europe. 


Washington officials have had 


nothing tosay publicly about the 
Pope's quiet campaign to promote 
his objectives in relation to the 
Soviet bloc.. Privately they1 have? 
watched the developments with 
extreme interest aware that less- 
ening of tensions between Rome; 


j and Moscow would have a far- 
reaching effect in Catholic coun- 
tries and Catholic communities 
throughout tlieworld. 


The most dramatic of events in 
his movement came last March 
7 when Pope John received Alexei 
Adzhubei Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev's son-in-law and chief editor 
of the Soviet newspaper Izvestia. 
It was the first meeting between 
a pontiff and an important Soviet 
Communist figure. 


There was speculation at the 


time that their conversation might 
result in a visit by Khrushchev 
to the Pope later this year. 


Adzhubei said simply that the

ment formula in the event that 
less than 7.5 million acre-feet of 
water passed Lee Ferry, Ariz.— 
the dividing line between the up- 
per and lower Colorado River 
basins.

Rome when the Pope died. Eu- 
gene Cardinal Tisserarit French- 
born dean of this College of Cardi- 
nals sent formal notice of the 
Pope's death to the other 81 mem- 
bers of the sacred college and 
summoned them to Rome.
